ants won acquittal. Fuller was 
later indicted on a lesser charge 
of accessory after the fact, but 
hJs case has not come up for 
trial. 

James 0. Anders, former Ad- 
ams County sheriff, yesterday 
introduced statements he said 
were given by Jones telling of 
his part in the slaying. Anders 
testified that Jones had related 
facts to authorities in which he 
told of driving the car used in 
the killing and of helping dis- 
pose of the body in a creek.
